25. (Original) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound according to claim 1. 

26. (Withdrawn) A method of treating CCR-3 mediated diseases in a patient, comprising 
administering to said patient an effective amount of the pharmaceutical composition of claim 25. 

27. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 26, wherein said CCR-3 mediated disease is an 
eosinophil mediated allergic disease. 

28. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 27, wherein said eosinophil mediated allergic 
disease is selected from the group consisting of asthma, rhinitis, eczema, inflammatory bowl 
diseases and peirasitic infections. 
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29. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 26, wherein said CCR-3 mediated disease is a T- 
cell or a dendritic cell mediated disease. 

30. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 29, wherein said T-cell or dendritic cell mediated 
disease is selected from the group consisting of autoimmune diseases and HIV. 

3 1 . (Withdrawn) The method of claim 26, wherein said pharmaceutical composition 
comprises a prodrug. 

32. (Withdrawn) A kit for treating CCR-3 mediated diseases in a patient, comprising: 

(A) a pharmaceutical composition of claim 25; 

(B) reagents to effect administration of said pharmaceutical composition to said 
patient; and 

(C) instruments to effect administration of said pharmaceutical composition to 
said patient. 

33. (Withdrawn) A method of inhibiting a CCR-3 mediated cellular response in a cell 
which expresses CCR-3, comprising contacting said cell with a compoimd according to claim 
1, such that said cellular response is inhibited. 

34. (Withdrawn) A method according to claim 33, wherein the CCR-3 mediated cellular 
repsonse is a chemotaxis. 

33. (Withdrawn) A method of treating a CCR-3 mediated diseases in a mammal, 
comprising administering to said mammal an effective amoxmt of the pharmaceutical 
composition according to claim 25.
